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Town council set to employ 
Seaton’s own dog warden

SEATON Town Coun¬ 
cil have voted in 
favour of employing 
their own dog warden 
to eradicate fouling 
problems in the town. 

At a full council meet¬ 
ing last Monday, council¬ 
lors considered appoint¬ 
ing a dog warden for 
Seaton after dog fouling 
was identified as a long¬ 
standing problem and a 


top priority for residents 
by members of the local 
Police and East Devon 
District Council. 

There is only one dog 
warden employed by 
EDDC who operates 
across East Devon. 

The dog warden can 
only spend up to two 


hours a week in Seaton, 
finding the large area and 
particularly the beach 
difficult to monitor in 
such a short time. 

After consulting with 
EDDC’s Environmental 
Health team and environ¬ 
mental health official Jill 
Weller, town councillors 


were told that by employ¬ 
ing their own part-time 
dog warden for Seaton 
they could provide a 
major solution to the on¬ 
going dog fouling prob¬ 
lem. 

Councillor Gaynor 
Sedgwick led the discus¬ 
sion on Monday evening, 
stating that to employ a 
part-time warden for ten 
hours a week, it would 
cost the council between 


£4,000 to £4,500 a year, 
which she believed 
would be “well worth the 
money.” 

Mrs Sedgwick added 
that it would be impor¬ 
tant to liaise with EDDC 
and that the local dog 
warden could run self 
sufficiently, issuing their 
own fixed penalty fines 
and working alongside 
the council. 

The proposal was criti¬ 
cised by Councillor Bob 
Palacio who said that 
“£4,000 plus a year 
would be quite a burden 
for the rate payers of 
Seaton who are not con¬ 
cerned by dog fouling.” 

He added that as the 
main issues were identi¬ 
fied at the beach and Cliff 
Field Gardens, could 
town councillors not just 
patrol the areas more fre¬ 
quently themselves, 
therefore if they were to 
catch someone, this could 
be publicised and would 
lead to deterrence for 
other offenders in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Councillor Jim Pigott 


also raised concerns 
about the legal implica¬ 
tions of employing a dog 
warden, stressing that the 
town council would have 
to consult much closer 
with EDDC, to find out 
what powers the council 
or the new warden would 
have in the town. 

Chairman of the town 
council, Councillor Peter 
Burrows, said: “I know 
that we have around 
80,000 people in East 
Devon but one dog war¬ 
den just isn’t enough. 

“As a district councillor 
I understand that money 
is tight and EDDC are 
fully supporting the pro¬ 
posal to employ our own 
warden. 

“People in Seaton find 
dog fouling a great con¬ 
cern and I think this 
would be one of the best 
things on our agenda to 
spend money on.” 

Following the vote in 
favour of the proposal, 
the town council will ad¬ 
vertise the vacancy for a 
town dog warden in the 
upcoming weeks.

Game abandoned 
after mass brawl 

AXMINSTER Town officials are meeting this week to 
decide what action to take after the Tiger's away fix¬ 
ture at Budleigh Salterton was abandoned after 38 
minutes on Saturday following a mass brawl involv¬ 
ing players and officials. 

Club chairman Ray Self, who has been connected 
with Axminster for more than 50 years as a player, 
manager and official, did not witness the incidents 
that led to the referee calling the game off but has 
described the brawl as “as sad day for Axminster 
Football Club and for football at this level”. 

Pulman’s View Sport understands that the brawl 
started after manager Paul Ashford’s son Ben was 
sent off for a head-butting incident which resulted 
in Budleigh player Brett Wright being hospitalised. 

The Axminster manager went onto the pitch and 
was involved in an altercation with the home man¬ 
ager, Danny Williams, and other players and spec¬ 
tators also got involved. 

Axminster were losing 3-0 at the time and the ref¬ 
eree had no option was to abandoned the game.. 

A statement from the South West Peninsular 
league, posted on their website, said: “The league of¬ 
ficers are aware that the East Devon fixture, 
Budleigh Salterton v Axminster Town, was aban¬ 
doned today by the match referee. 

“The matter will be placed into the hnads of Devon 
County FA regarding any and all misconduct 
charges. 

Self told Pulman’s View Sport: “I have received re¬ 
ports from the Axminster people at the game, from 
the referee and from the league secretary Paul His- 
cox and we will be calling a club meeting this week 
as a matter of urgency.”

AXMINSTER 

Go-ahead for 
400 new homes 

EAST Devon District Council acted lawfully when 
approving outline plans for up to 400 dwellings plus 
employment space at Cloakham Lawn in Axmin- 
ster, a court has ruled. 

But the protracted planning battle could go on as 
there is a strong possibility of an appeal against the 
judge's ruling. 

The judicial review into EDDC's decision was heard 
in the first week of December last year in The Royal 
Courts of Justice, London, and Judge Sycamore’s rul¬ 
ing was announced on Friday to the delight of EDDC 
and applicant Axminster Carpets. 

Local campaign group Save Our Parkland (SOP) 
sought judicial review of EDDC’s decision to approve 
the planning application. The court’s ruling is a blow 
to SOP, which is considering whether to appeal or 
not. 

A statement issued by SOP member Paul Arnott 
said: “The people of Axminster will be extremely 
disappointed to learn about the outcome of the judi¬ 
cial review. 

“However, the SOP movement has been advised by 
their lawyers that there are good grounds of appeal. 

“Jointly we are considering the next steps. 

“Save our Parkland will continue in its efforts to re¬ 
sist unnecessary building on Cloakham and to fight 
for the priority development of a relief road on the 
east side of town.” 

EDDC said the ruling vindicated its decision. 

The Development Management Committee chair¬ 
man, councillor Mark Williamson, said: “The coun¬ 
cil’s action has been held up to intense legal scrutiny 
and has been found to be completely sound. That 
not only vindicates our decision but is good news in 
the sense that it enables much-needed housing - 
especially affordable homes - to be built at the east¬ 
ern end of the district.” 

According to EDDC, SOP must pay £10,000 towards 
EDDC’s court costs. 

, Axminster Carpets MD Josh Dutfield, said: “We are 
pleased with the verdict. “

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From the editor’s chair 
Hectic news week 



POST Christmas is a notoriously quiet time from a 
news point of view with very few events taking 
place in January, causing my reporters a few sleep¬ 
less nights over whether they will be able to fill 
their allotted space. 

For the rest of the year it’s usually a case of what 
we will have to leave out as there are very few 
weeks when we can accommodate all that’s hap¬ 
pening in Pulman’s Country. 

But in January I am always telling my reporters to 
“get out there and knock on a few doors”, believing 
in the old newspaper adage that there’s a story on 
every street corner. 

But there was no need to resort to a bit of “door 
knocking” in Axminster last week as it turned out 
to be one of those weeks when a number of local 
issues came to the fore. 

By Friday we had a number of options for our 
front page splash (the main news story of the 
week) for our Axminster edition, the two main 
contenders being “Hands off our hospital” warning 
from local councillors or “Police act after night of 
shame”. 

The former was prompted by comments made at 
the monthly Axminster Town Council meeting 
over concerns about the reduction in the amount 
of surgery being carried out at Axminster Hospi¬ 
tal. 

The latter concerned a report made to the same 


meeting about actions the police intend to pursue 
following the violent incidents in the streets of 
Axminster before Christmas, which has been 
dubbed Axminster’s “Night of shame”. 

And then the news came pinging into our email 
system from East Devon District Council that a 
judge in the High Court had ruled that EDDC had 
acted lawfully in ruling that Axminster Carpets 
can go ahead and build 400 homes at Cloakham. 

The planning application had been the subject of 
a judicial review by the “Save Our Parkland” (SOP) 
group, set up by former Axminster businessman 
Fred Wells, now living in Ireland. 

As this is an issue which seems to have divided 
opinion in Axminster, we decided to give it priority 
on our Axminster from page with a precised ver¬ 
sion on this page. 

The High Court ruling may not be the end of the 
matter as SOP may well lodge an appeal against 
the decision so it could be some time yet before the 
development finally gets the green light. 

Oh, and I forgot to mention there was a serious 
fire in Axminster town centre when a car burst 
into flames whilst the Fire Brigade were on a train¬ 
ing exercise in Colyton, leaving spectators won¬ 
dering why it was taking so long for the fine engine 
to arrive. But when it did, it was soon under control.

Bridge closed 
for more tests 

ALMA BRIDGE in Sidmouth will be closed for part of 
this week whilst further investigative work is car¬ 
ried out on the structure. 

The footbridge was damaged during the severe 
flooding in July and as a precautionary safety meas¬ 
ure, a temporary crossing was installed across the 
bridge. 

The deterioration of the mudstone rock founda¬ 
tions beneath the western pier, which were exposed 
by the floods, were raised as a concern by the county 
council's bridge engineers. 

The structure has been continually monitored and 
further investigations will be carried out during the 
closure from today (January 22nd) to Friday (January 
25th.) 

County council surveys have revealed that a major 
rebuild is likely as both piers have suffered signifi¬ 
cant scour and the concrete decking is beyond rea¬ 
sonable repair. 

During the closure, engineers will look into the ex¬ 
tent of work which may be necessary. A borehole 
will be drilled through the west abutment to deter¬ 
mine its condition and the depth of its foundations. 

Councillor Stuart Hughes, Devon County Council 
Cabinet Member for Highways and Transportation, 
and local member for Sidmouth and Sidford, said: 
“These latest investigations are needed to examine 
the condition of the abutments and whether they 
could be built upon, or what could possibly be sal¬ 
vaged from the bridge in providing a future crossing 
of the Sid.”

PARISH councillors have complained about the state 
of roads in and around Colyton following recent 
floods. 

Speaking at last week’s parish council meeting, 
chairman Andrew Parr asked councillors to report 
any potholes that were causing problems in the 
area. 

Councillor Bob Collier complained about a “big 
patch of water” near Sutton Barton Farm, just out¬ 
side the parish of Colyton, on the way to Honiton and 
Sutton Barton tip. 

He said: “There’s a massive pothole as you step 
into the water. A lot of people from here use that way 
and I don’t care whose parish it’s in really.” 

Councillor Collier 
added that it was quite a 
long diversion around 
for those who couldn’t 
drive through the water. 

He said that the prob¬ 
lem should be “ham¬ 
mered home” to the 
county council. 

Parish clerk Liz Berry 
said the more times is¬ 
sued were reported the 
more likely Devon 
County Council were to 
carry out repairs. 

She added: “They are 
encouraging people to 
report potholes online. 
It’s a very simple form.” 

The problem at Sutton 
Barton was raised again 
later in the meeting 
when district councillor 
Helen Parr arrived. 

Councillor Parr said 
she had just been to a 
meeting in Widworthy 
and had had to drive 
through the water with 
much concern. 

Other complaints from 
councillors included 
potholes near the Hill- 
head Picnic Site, a fur¬ 
ther one on Hillhead and 
one by Colyton Gram¬ 
mar School.

A PARISH council has joined calls for the dualling of 
the A303. 

The concerns of Upottery Parish Council are two¬ 
fold: an apparent increase in serious accidents and 
the negative effect on the village when traffic is di¬ 
verted through it after accidents. 

Parish councillors met on Monday, January 14th 
and decided - as an opening measure - to write to 
MP Neil Parish and Devon and Cornwall Police and 
Crime Commissioner Tony Hogg. 

The issue will also be put on the agenda for the Feb¬ 
ruary meeting of the council, by which time it is 
hoped relevant statistics will be available. 

Upottery Parish Council chairman John Cornish 
said that diversions through the village sometimes 
cause a problem, and added: “They are narrow roads 
and not good for lorries. 

“I can think of three serious accidents in the last 
few months. 

“People see the helicopter and the ambulances, 
and the traffic goes through [the village]. 

“To avoid serious accidents I think the solution is to 
improve or turn it [the A303] into a dual carriage¬ 
way.”

At a full council meeting last 
Monday, councillors heard that a 
total of 171 people were consulted 
on the naming process of the 
public realm, including the farm¬ 
ers market as well as displays at 
the town hall and tourist informa¬ 
tion centre. 

Consultations were also carried 
out at the public realm itself and 


details were available on the town 
council website. 

Out of the 171 consulted, 167 
people voted in favour of naming 
the area with 118 people voting in 
support of a twinning name of 
‘Thury Harcourt Place’ or ‘Place 
Thury Harcourt.' 

A total of 39.5 per cent of the 
vote went to TTiury Harcourt 
Place, the winning choice of name 
for the public realm. 

The town council have been 
working closely with members of 
Seaton's Twinning Association 
who are keen to provide the area 
with a name linking to the 
twinned town in Normandy and 
to commemorate the 30th an¬ 
niversary of the twinning part¬ 
nership. 

Chairman of the Twinning As¬ 
sociation, Clare Jones, said: “The 
people of Thury Harcourt have a 
great affection and respect for 


the town and people of Seaton. 

“Long ago, they named a street 
‘Rue de Seaton.' In Seaton we 
have no street or public place 
named to mark our longstanding 
friendship with our twin town. 1 ' 

A representative of the twin¬ 
ning society attended the full 
council meeting on Monday and 
thanked councillors for their sup¬ 
port and input in providing confir¬ 
mation to name the public realm 
whilst supporting their wish for 
the area to have a direct link to 
Thury Harcourt. 

Seaton Town Council will now 
put forward the recommended 
name of Thury Harcourt Place to 
EDDC and are working towards 
considering the detail and loca¬ 
tion for a proposed sign to offi¬ 
cially name the public realm. 

Plans for an official naming cer¬ 
emony will be revealed at a later 
date.

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Knowle move will result I Local firm will celebrate 
in loss of 71 council jobs ; milestone by raising £40k 


AN updated independent assessment of the economic im¬ 
pact of East Devon District Council’s proposals to relo¬ 
cate its main offices is about to be released for public 
consultation. It comes as the council confirms its outline 
planning application for Knowle will be determined by 
councillors on Friday, March 1st. 

For two weeks from last Friday a freshly revised Eco¬ 
nomic Impact Assessment by Peter Brett Associates will 
be available to view online at 
http://planning.eastdevon.gov.uk/ as part of the support¬ 
ing documents for the council’s Outline Planning Appli¬ 
cation to redevelop the Knowle site. During this time 
people will be able to comment on the assessment, which 
sets out how the proposals might affect the local econ¬ 
omy, especially in Sidmouth. 

The council is writing to everyone who has previously 
commented on the application, inviting them to review 
the updated and final economic impact assessment. 

The document is one of 29 pieces of evidence relating 
to the proposals. No decision on whether to move has 
been taken by the council, and an eventual decision will 
depend on a number oif factors, including the financial 
viability which is currently being assessed. The council 
has said it will only move if it is self funding and does 
not cost local taxpayers money. It is considering the pos¬ 
sibility partly because the cost of Knowle is spiralling, 
with urgent repairs alone estimated to cost more than 
£lm. 

The final economic impact assessment includes a num¬ 
ber of changes following Peter Brett Associates’ review 
of the data to satisfy the stringent requirements of the 
council’s planning arm. There is more information pro¬ 
vided to help clarify and illustrate the statistics to ensure 
that the data is consistent and robust. 

The most notable revision is that job losses in Sidmouth 
over a ten year period are predicted to be 71. This has 
changed from a previous estimate of 59, although the re¬ 
port notes that many of these are likely to occur through 
natural change over the decade as Sidmouth residents 
find other work or choose to retire. 

The report also highlights the likely impact on Sid- 


mouth’s 500-plus local businesses as relatively small, 
noting most of the businesses as small but adaptable to 
change. Of those businesses interviewed for the study, 
over three quarters saw no need to change their business 
operations or plans because of the proposals. 

Councillor Andrew Moulding, Deputy Leader of East 
Devon District Council said: “This report is a piece of the 
larger picture which will help inform the decisions the 
council makes going forward. It has been prepared with 
great care, responding to feedback from our planners and 
members of the public who challenged certain aspects of 
the draft. 

Doing nothing not an option 

“There is unquestionably a negative but relatively lim¬ 
ited impact on Sidmouth’s economy, and this information 
must be balanced with the potential benefits of moving. 
With Knowle in its current state doing nothing is not an 
option, because it places a huge burden on all East Devon 
taxpayers, even for just the essential repairs.” 

Russell Porter from Peter Brett Associates added: 
“While no report of this nature can predict the future with 
100 per cemnt accuracy, it should give a good estimate 
about the local impacts of the proposal. It will be a matter 
for the council to decide how this balances with other im¬ 
pacts and benefits of moving, including how the proposal 
affects taxpayers and other parts of the district.” 

Other documents to be placed online this week include 
two extra ecological reports about bats including a Re¬ 
mote Detector Survey carried out over summer, autumn 
and winter 2012 at the equest of Natural England. There 
is also an extract from an independent Report and Valu¬ 
ation which considered other employment uses for the 
building. These documents may also inform people’s 
comments and opinions on the outline planning applica¬ 
tion, and are similarly part of the consultation. 

The consultation closes at the end of Friday,February 
1st, and the application will be determined at a meeting 
of the council’s Development Management Committee 
on Friday, March 1st, starting at 2pm in the council cham¬ 
ber at Knowle.

The Pied Piper of Hamelin 

Axminster Drama Club 
The Guildhall, Axminster 


Axminster Drama Club have been treading the boards 
since 1945 and this was the first time they had performed 
this legendary tale. 

Pantomime is an art form which the drama club has 
honed down the years and whilst this might not have 
been the most clever script they have attempted, the show 
had all the hallmarks of a successful panto - an impres¬ 
sive set, lovely costumes, corny jokes and loads of kids 
singing and dancing. 

And in this version, even Axminster’s celebrity chef 
Hugh Fearnley-Whitting stall, had a cameo part in doing 
the voice over for a radio cooking show. 

Although they were clearly up much too late for a 
school night, the children in the audience on the first 
night absolutely loved it, despite having to wait past 10 
o’clock before they got their chance to go on stage for 
the traditional audience participation bit and sweet re¬ 
ward.

Town council withdraws support for 
parking restrictions on Sea field Road

SEATON Town Council have 
withdrawn a request to Devon 
County Council (DCC) to impose 
parking restrictions along Seafield 
Road. 

In January 2010, proposals for 
pay and display parking were dis¬ 
cussed by DCC with Seaton Town 
Council and the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to increase funding from 
parking meters. 

Meters were proposed through¬ 
out Seaton’s roads and comments 
from both the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Seaton Town Council 
claimed that the meters would be 
detrimental to local businesses. 

Alongside a negative public re¬ 
sponse, DCC only implemented 
parking meters on the esplanade. 

In early 2011, Seaton Town 
Council agreed to write to DCC re¬ 
questing that a two-hour waiting 
limit be imposed between 9am and 
6pm on Seafield Road. 

During April 2011, local resi¬ 
dents complained that Seaton 
Town Council had made the re¬ 
quest without proper public con¬ 
sultation and held a meeting, 
which unanimously opposed the 
restrictions. 


Devon County Councillor Lee 
Cranmer then recently contacted 
Seaton Town Council to announce 
that their request made in 2011 
would be carried through in 2013. 

Around 50 members of the pub¬ 
lic attended a full council meeting 
last Monday to argue against the 
proposed parking restrictions no¬ 
tice for Seafield Road. 

Included in the crowd was chair¬ 
man of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Marcus Hartnell, who said 
that the proposed restrictions 
would ‘bring no economic addition 
to the town, forcing residents to 
park elsewhere.’ 

Local B&B holders also de¬ 
scribed the restrictions as some¬ 
thing that would be ‘detrimental to 
their businesses and to residents, 
making their B&Bs far less desir¬ 
able; therefore conflicting with the 
regeneration of Seaton.’ 

A report from Councillor Gaynor 
Sedgwick urged councillors to re¬ 
consider the request, as she did not 
believe the full implications of the 
restrictions had been considered 


and new factors must be taken into 
consideration since 2011. 

Issues included the damaging re¬ 
sult of parking meters on the es¬ 
planade and the chance of more 
meters, the proposed reduction of 
120 spaces in the Underfleet car 
park to make way for the new Dis¬ 
covery Centre, the emphasis on re¬ 
generation and tourism and the 
imminent one-hour parking restric¬ 
tions due to be enforced on the 
whole of Sea Hill. 

The proposed 12 new dwellings 
behind Windsor Gardens will also 
have no set area for parking. 

Councillor Bob Palacio said: 
“We are already running out of 
space for residents, let alone visi¬ 
tors. EDDC should be reviewing 
planning proposals for new devel¬ 
opments without parking very 
closely, particularly when we al¬ 
ready have less than adequate 
space for parking.” 

Issues relating to Orchard Road 
Car Park also arose. The car park 
has 168 spaces, which are filled 
with vehicles parking with EDDC 
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parking permits, and the usage has 
already dramatically increased. 

Councillor Sedgwick added: “If 
the majority of those who currently 
park on Seafield Road (42 vehi¬ 
cles) are forced to purchase a park¬ 
ing permit and park in Orchard 
Road Car Park, there will be little 
space left for others to park. 

“If those who are looking for free 
parking overspill into other areas 
of Seaton is that going to cause fur¬ 
ther parking problem areas?” 


Councillors agreed that the lack 
of public consultation was a con¬ 
cern and that the cross section of 
objections shown at the meeting, 
and the previous public meeting 
during April 2011, was enough to 
convince them to withdraw their 
request. 

Councillor Sharon Bruce said: 
“We have seen and heard so many 
objections on top of the public 
meeting held in 2011. 

“The restrictions would cause 


more harm than good and will in¬ 
troduce further parking problems 
to the town. 

“We only have to consider the 
seafront’s parking meters to see the 
harm caused. I propose that the 
town council withdraw this pro¬ 
posal.” 

Seaton Town Council will con¬ 
tact DCC to withdraw their request 
to impose a two-hour waiting limit 
parking restriction notice on 
Seafield Road.

Beer Community Land 
Trust holds first meeting 


BEER’S Community Land Trust (CLT) held its first 
meeting last week, receiving a positive response 
from the 56 villagers who attended. 

Led by the interim committee for Beer CLT, the 
first introductory meeting acted as a question and 
answer session and organisers were pleased with 
the strong response and range of detailed questions 
raised at the meeting. 

The first Beer CLT meeting was organised by 
parish and district councillor, Geoff Pook. 

He said: “The most prominent question was to do 
with allocations and the need for a very strong lo¬ 
cality clause in the policy to ensure local people who 
are currently in housing in the village but at great 
personal cost, either financial or social through 
sharing with parents, are not disadvantaged in any 
way. 

“We will have equal access to any housing when it 
becomes available. 

“The support from the floor for setting up a CLT 
was unanimous and with the support and confirma¬ 
tion from Devon County Council and the CLT London 
Network Office of a ‘set up funding grant’, our next 
move is to establish Beer CLT as a legal and corpo¬ 
rate structure. 

“This will enable us to go ahead and develop hous¬ 
ing and community schemes for Beer.’’ 

The precise structure of the CLT will depend on 


legal advice but organisers hope to run purely for 
the benefit of the community as an Industrial and 
Provident Society. 

In this structure, the CLT will be able to accept 
members on a ‘one member, one vote’ basis, where 
applicable members will be able to invest financially 
in the community asset. 

The society will also be able to bid for government 
funding or accept gifts and bequests before actively 
looking to develop affordable housing in the village. 

Mr Pook continued: “Once the structure is in place, 
the Beer CLT will actively look to develop affordable 
housing in Beer. 

“Any initial schemes are likely to be small but we 
would hope to have around two units available 
within 12 to 24 months. 

“It is important to remember that any scheme 
must be self-financing and although we will only be 
charging an affordable rent, this will have to cover 
loan and maintenance costs. 

“To ensure any loans are kept to a minimum we will 
try to attract government grants, we will also look 
to reduce development costs through community 
voluntary involvement. 

“This is a very exciting project for Beer and we 
hope it will develop over the years to create real life 
long assets for the community.’’

Award-winning florist demonstrates

Chelsea Florist of the Year 2010, and she explained that 
she will be taking part in the Florist of the Year compe¬ 
tition again this year. 


She produced unusual arrangements with flowers 
ranging from traditional holly and ivy arrangements, 
exotic flowers to a Christmas bauble tree, and although 
all the arrangements were large Tracey explained how 
they could be customised for our homes so everyone 
could be inspired to try her ideas. 
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HONITON Art Society enjoyed an interesting and in¬ 
formative talk and demonstration by wildlife artist, 
Mike Hughes, at their January meeting. 

A natural history illustrator and member of Artists for 
Conservation, Mike works in several mediums, acrylics 
being his favourite and the one that works best for him. 

As a natural history illustrator he produces wildlife im¬ 
ages for nature reserve boards and books. He also 
paints wildlife paintings for sale in acrylic and oil. 

After blocking in basic shapes and tones the image is 
gradually built up with thin layers of colour, never using 
black, which he mixes from the three primary colours. 
Mike strongly believes in the importance of spending 
time on composition and tonal variations, using many 
references from sketches and photographs to create a 
life like picture of the subject in it's correct environ¬ 
ment. 


He is also happy to make use of modern technology, 
using computer imaging with Adobe Illustrator, which 
he finds a useful tool when producing very large images 
such as murals, as changes can be easily 
made, and the picture enlarged to the size required 
whilst still retaining the original detail. 

Mike brought samples of his work taken at different 
stages to illustrate the entire process of the picture 
making, and happily answered questions from an ap¬ 
preciative audience.

Phoenix ladies learn history of milk bottle 


AXMINSTER Phoenix Ladies’ January meeting was well 
attended by 30 members, with many bringing prizes for 
the raffle.

No firm decision was made as the date is not yet fixed 
but many were interested. 

The speaker at this month’s meeting was Peter Hay¬ 
ward who gave an informative talk on “Milk Deliveries 
from the Pony & Trap to the Present Day”. 

Peter worked for Express Dairies for 22 years, which 
oepned in 1864. The milk bottle originated in the USA in 


the 1890s by Thatcher’s Dairy. The first bottles from 
England were slightly green because of impurities in pro¬ 
duction with a wide neck and a cardboard disc top, which 
some will remember making pom-poms with after use. 

This was replaced by the foil top, much-loved by blue 
tits, in the 1950s. 

Over the years the weight of a pint milk bottle went 
down from 20 ounces to 8 ounces. Milk distribution was 
made easier for farmers in 1933 with the formation of the 
Milk Marketing Board but the government disbanded it in 
1993, as it was a monopoly. 

Although there are still milk doorstep deliveries today, 
most are in plastic bottles or containers. Surprisingly, the 
first cartons were produced by a Dorset company in the 
1930s for use in shops in London. 

A vote of thanks was given by Pat Powell.

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Wildlife illustrator gives art demo 


A LARGE number of members and friends of Axmin- 
ster Art Society were present at the group’s latest 
meeting in Musbury Village Hall on Wednesday, Janu¬ 
ary 16th for a demonstration by Mike Hughes, entitled 
“Wildlife in Acrylics”. 

Mike, who has been an illustrator for more than 15 
years and is a member of Artists for Conservation, 
kept his audience spellbound with countless examples 
of his past and present work. 

As a wildlife illustrator he has been called upon to pro¬ 
duce the typical boards on view at nature reserves 
that enable visitors to identify birds and animals they 
are likely to see. Mike explained that the artist has an 
advantage over the photographer in that the subject 
and composition of his pictures are always “just right". 
Of course, this requires time spent in the studio plan¬ 
ning the layout and drawing and painting his subject. 

His paintings are generally in acrylics on board, al¬ 
though for some illustrations he has used pen and ink. 
Examples of his work can be seen at the Knapp Nature 
Reserve and the Axe Estuary Reserve. More recently, 


Mike has turned to computer graphics to achieve a 
particular effect rather akin to the old railway posters. 

For the rest of his demonstration Mike focussed on 
his non-commision work in which he has developed a 
less formal style of painting wildlife in acrylics. All his 
works begin with a thumbnail sketch to enable hiim to 
work out composition and tonal values. 

He showed how dark areas are achieved through lay¬ 
ers of paint - never with black - which hint at other 
colours being present. Textures, such as bark on trees 
or feathers on birds, require special techniques and are 
always painted in the direction of the grain. 

Mike is holding a workshop on “Local Wildlife and its 
Habitat in Acrylics" at All Saints Village Hall on Satur¬ 
day, February 2nd (phone 01460 221060 for details) 
and the next meeting of the society will be on 
Wednesday, February 20th when Rob Dudley will 
demonstrate “Light and Movement in Landscapes in 
Watercolour".

THE speaker at the January meeting of the East Devon 
Humanist Group was Robbi Robson, the secretary of the 
group and a former chairman of the British Humanist As¬ 
sociation. 

Her topic dealt with the principles of humanism. First, 
Mrs Robson explained that humanists are atheists, or at 
least agnostics, because they do not believe in the exis¬ 
tence of a God or any other supernatural phenomena. 
Secondly, humanists believe that this is the only life we 
have. They do not believe in resurrection, reincarnation 
or anything that suggests there is life after death. There¬ 
fore they believe in making the most of life. 

Thirdly, Humanists believe that science and reason are 
the tools that we should use to understand the world in 
which we live. All ideas and beliefs should be open to 
rigorous and rational scrutiny. 

Mrs Robson explained that Humanists reject the notion 
that moral values can only exist through the acceptance 
of the idea of a God or Gods. They believe that human 


moral values spring from our being social animals, and 
the need to live together in families and communities. 

The “golden rule” of Humanism is common to all reli¬ 
gions and belief systems: to do to others what you would 
want others to do to you. This is a common human shared 
value. 

Humanists believe that it is our individual responsibility 
to make our own moral judgements, without the need for 
an external authority, such as a God, the church, govern¬ 
ment or a political party. 

In a lively discussion, the meeting endorsed these prin¬ 
ciples, emphasising that humanists are also secularists. 
They favour an open democratic society in which the 
state adopts a neutral position towards religion and leaves 
it up to individuals to follow their own beliefs, religious 
or otherwise.

Depending on edition, Copa specification 
gives buyers equipment worth between £1,100 
and £1,500 absolutely free of charge. 

Two trim levels come to market: S Copa and 
SE Copa. Based on standard S and SE specifi¬ 
cations respectively, their introduction also 
brings about a simplification of the Altea line¬ 
up: ‘S Emocion’ trim has been deleted from the 
range, along with the 1.4 85 PS and 1.4 TSI125 
PS petrol engines. 

What remain are the most appealing Altea 
and Altea XL ranges ever offered. Both com¬ 
prise S, S Copa, SE and SE Copa trims, and 
three engines: 1.2 TSI 105 PS, 1.6 TDI105 PS, 
and 2.0 TDI 140 PS. DSG automatic is avail¬ 
able as an option on either of the diesel engines. 

Not only does this give buyers a simpler but 
far better equipped model range to 
choose from, it also means that every 
Altea comes with parsimony in¬ 
cluded.

Also added is a package that includes rear 
parking sensors, automatic windscreen wipers 
and lights, and an auto-dimming rear view mir¬ 
ror, bringing the total value of this additional 
specification to around £1,100. 

“The Copa editions of the Altea and Altea XL 
really are no-brainers for the customer. After 
all, who doesn’t like to get something for noth¬ 
ing?” said SEAT UK Product Manager James 
Buckell. 

“But we haven’t just added lots of equipment 
to the cars for the sake of it.

DESPITE the days becoming chillier, swimming still pro¬ 
vides one of the best forms of exercise for both you and 
your baby, and is just as perfect for cold winter days as it 
is for hot summer ones.

Swimming’s great for enhancing 
their confidence and awareness, as well as helping to 
improve eating and sleeping patterns - a definite 
bonus!’ 

Whether swimming in winter or summer, a baby wet¬ 
suit is always a good idea - a toasty baby is going to be 
infinitely happier than a chilly one! Do make sure you 
put your baby in it at the start of the session; it’s very 
easy to take it off if your baby gets too hot. However, if 
they start getting too cold, putting anything on them at 
that stage will do little to make them warmer, so it’s 
good to be cautious from the start. 

Once you’re in the pool, keep your baby gently mov¬ 
ing all the time: bouncing across the water, swinging 
them round, singing nursery rhymes as you go. You’ll 
find they respond really positively, especially as they’ll 


love sharing such special one-to-one time with you. 
However, if your baby’s still very small, don’t be sur¬ 
prised if they don’t appear to be remotely interested in 
what you’re doing at first, as there’ll be a huge amount 
of other stimulating things attracting their attention! 

‘We see no drop in our classes during the winter 
months,’ comments Rowan. ‘In fact, many of our par¬ 
ents tell us that they love getting into a steaming hot 
pool with their baby, whilst the rain drips down the win¬ 
dows outside.’ 

However you take your baby swimming, at the end of 
every session, wrap them in a dry towel and place them 
somewhere safe whilst you get changed. By the time 
you’re ready they’ll be warm and dry, so getting them 
dressed will be a much easier and more relaxing 
process. Make sure there’s no water remaining in their 
ears, then, finally, pop a hat on your tired but happy little 
one, who’ll hopefully be snuggling down for a good 
sleep as you prepare to leave the pool. 

Swimming with your baby is a great way to play and 
is fantastic for strengthening the bond between the two 
of you. It will also introduce them to a lifelong love of 
staying healthy and fit, whilst having a great time too! 
What could be better?
